Mr. Coota has now gone home again, ha’ 
in the meantime succeeded far beyond 
anticipations.in setting on foot a strong m 
ment, not only for the realisation of the 1 
object of-his visit, but for the equally 
portant establishment of a Rescue Hom 
which not only can the girls be placed 
are rescued from the clutches af “soutenet 
but others will be furnished with a mean 
escape from the position in which they -om~ 
themselves, either from choice or compulsion, 
placed. Many people are inclined to doubt the 
existencs of any such traffic as that alleged to 
exist. But surely the speech made by Mr. 
Coote at the French Consulate, and reported 
in our columns,would dispel any scepticism on 
that point, while if further proof were needed 
we have only to mention that on the arrival 
of a Black Sea steamer a few days ago an 
instance of this form of traffic was found. The 
facts were immediately placed before the 
Russian Consul, who took away the man’s 
passport for the time being and had the girl 
removed to a place of safety. 


The ground had been to some extent prepared 
by the visit last year of Mr. Claude Montefiore 
of London, who urged upon the Jewish com- 
munity here the necessity for action, seeing 
that so many of the girls were Jews, but prin- 
cipally by the untiring exertions of the Rev. 
P. Radolph, who for many years has done his 
utmost—singlehanded, we may almost say, 
although his work bas always had the hearty 
co-operation of the police authorities; especially 
of Major Hopkinson, who has long been fully 
aware of the existing evil. The great diff- 
culty in the way of effective action, as no 
one will be surprised to learn, has been in 
the facilities given by the Capitulations for 
the successful evasion of laws and regula- 
tions, and consular supineness, if nothing 
further, has helped this great stumbling 
block in the way of reform, to thwart the 
efforts of those, trying to circumvent the 
wily scoundrels who have taken full advantage 
of the exceptional state of the law in this 
country. Before leaving our shores, Mr. 
Coote had the satisfaction not only of en- 
listing the active aid of the entire consular 
body, who are well represented on the strong 
committee that has been formed, but of know- 
ing ‘that the Jewish community, with Baron 
Jacques de Menasce at their head, have de- 
cided to present to the committeea large house 
with extensive grounds atRue de Nil, Karmous, 
for a home for girls. We understand that the 
house isin every respect fitted for the purpose, 
one great recommendation being its distance 
from the crowded parts of the ‘own, which 
makes it less accessible to undesirable visitors. 
A committee of ladies is to be formed forth- 
with to act in concert with the executive 
committee now in course of formation. It is 
intended also to form committees at Port Said 
and Cairo to act inconjunction with the central 
committee here. 

The Capitulation’ are an intolerable hin- 
drance to this work. For example, represents 
tions have lately been made to Lord Cromer 
as to the state of affairs ina notorious district 
of Cairo. But what can he do as things are 
now to bring about a cleansing not only of this 
plague-spot, but of many other haunts of vice, 
with his hands tied ?

THE WORK OF THE BRANCHES. 

In dealing with the branch societies, Mr. 
Rumbold states that in addition to the affilia- 
ted branches working at Zagazig, Luxor, Man- 
sourah, and Assouan, new branches were 
founded in 1904 at Assiout and Tantsh. Dele- 
gates from the first four societies came to Cairo 
and were supplied with forms and books, being 
likewise taugh€ the work. At present the 
Moudiriehs of Menoufieh, Behera (Alexandria, 
of course, excepted), Keneh, Girgeh, Beni 


Souef, and Minieh are without branches, but 
it is hoped tit this want will be filled in the 
near future. 


Dealing with the work of the branches, the 
writer takes Luxor first, and his remarks on the 
state of affairs deserve to .be quoted in full :— 

“Mr. Howard Carter, who had managed the 
Luxor branch of the 8.P.C.A. since its founda- 
tion, was obliged to hand over his duties to 
Mr. Western, of the Railway Administration, 
in consequence of his transfer to Cairo in 1904. 
Mr. Carter took great interest in this branch, 
and despite the numerous calls on his time, 
was largely responsible for the efficiency to 
which it has attained.” 

Donations to the amount of L.E. 30 were 
made to the Luxor branch during thepast year, 
but Mr. Western in the letter covering his 
report, says, ‘‘As regards the support that the 
winter visitors give us, my experience is very 
short but, such as it is, it does not appear that 
they are willing to give anything. | hope this 
state of things will improve. In view of the fact 
that the prosperity of this branch of the society 
may be said to be almost entirely dependent 
on the support extended to it by visitors, in 
whose interests it exclusively works, it is 
greatly to be hoped that contributions from 
this source will be freely forthcoming, ” 

During the past year 194 animals were 
admitted into the Luxor infirmary and 187 
discharged as cured. 

Mr. Dundas Edwards, in forwarding his 
annual statement on the Assouan branch of 
the 8.P.C.A, says: “It will be seen that this 
branch is in a very satisfactory financial condi- 
tion. The visitors subscribe liberally and the 
local police authorities afford us every assist- 
ance. The actual number of animals treated 
in the infirmary must not be taken to be the 
extent of the work done: The knowledge of 
the existence of the society has a strong 
deterrent effect, and animals working in an 
unfit condition and acts of cruelty are far more 
rarély seen here.... The three drinking 
troughs towards which the Uairo 8.P.C.A. gave 
us a special grant last year are in constant 
demand, 167 animals passed through the 
Assouan infirmary during the past year,” 


VICTORIA COLLEGE. 


The hon. treasurer of Victoria College (Mr. 
H. P. Kingham), in submitting the statement 
of receipts and expenditure on account of the 
college for the sécond scholastic year terminat- 
ing 30th September, 1904, says that, in accord- 
auce with the provisions of the last report the 


ordinary ex iture has been met out of the 
orditary ipts, so that the college may now 
be considered‘ to be paying its way. The 


extraordinary expenditure has, however, ex- 
ceeded the estimates prepared last year, both 
during the period under review and subsequent 
thereto. 

No further extraordinary expenditure is in 
contemplation so long as the college remains 
where it is at present situated, and if its pre- 
sent property be sold at any price approaching 
that which the committee hope will be rea 
lised, the extra expense to be incurred by the 
construction of and the removal to more 
commodious premises should not bea matter 
of difficulty, 

Negotiations for the sale of the present site 
and the acquisition of a new and larger one 
are now proceeding.

RUSSIA TO-DAY. 
Ss te eed 
To rue Eprror or THE “Ecyptian Gazette.” 

Sir,— The London press seems to take it 
for granted that Russia has received a blow 
from which she has no chance of recovering, 
and following in the same strain the “Gazette” 
takes the parable, and in its leading article 
with the above title speaks of Russia being 
“dashed helpless and broken. to the earth,’ 
says that “Japan struck nd Russia fell,” 
and that “so sudden and speedy has ve2. the 
catvclysm that we can hardly yet grasp its 
full meaning and importance.” 

All this kind of writing brings to the mind of 
one of the first military critics of the day—Dr. 
Miller Maguire — how in the American Civil 
War, after the battle of Rappshannock, the 
“Times” correspondent wrote that the day 
wonld be a memorable one in the history of 
the decline and fall of the American Republic. 
But, as Dr. Maguire remarks, the war went 
on for two and a-half years after that, 
and to-day, forty years later, the American 
Republic has still not begun to furnish ma- 
terials for a history of decline and fall. How 
history does repeat itself, to be sure, even to 
the extravagances of newspaper articles | 

Dr. Maguire thinks that all this time Russia 
is in reality winning by what is taking place ; 
and asked, while the question of the loss of 
her whole army in Manchuria was still on the 
balance, what Russia would do if she. lost, he 
replied,—‘ Go on, as Franca, did after the loss , 
of McMahon and Bazaine’s armies ;” and he, 
recalls how after the loss of 400,000 men 
France raised a new army and went on 
fighting.
